The biggest registration of voters 
in the history of St. Louis s the 
objective of party’ organizations, 
and of the bi-partisan League of 
Women voters, for the 4-day gen- 
eral registration period, to begin 
tomorrow morning. 

The League of Women Voters 
has set a goal cf 331.537, based on 
an increase of 10 per cent, in most 
of the wards, over the 1924 figure. 
The 1924 registration was 303,159. 
That of 1920; when women first 
voted for President, was 315,018. 

Every one of the 663 precinct 
polling places will be open from 8 


a. m. to 9 p. m. tomorrow, Tues- 
day, Wednesday and . Thursday. 
Everyone who wishes to vote in 
the election of Nov. 6 must regis- 
ter, regardless of past registra- 
tions. Under the law, old lists are 
discarded, this being the quadren- 
nial registration, which will serve 
as a basis for the yoting lists of 
the next four years. Persons who 
register now and do not change 
their residence need not register 
agan until 1932. 3 
Those Eligible to Register. . 

All citizens of the United States 
who are 21 years of age. or who 
will be 21 on or before Nov. 6, are 
entitled to register, if they have 
been residents of the State of Mis- 
souri for a year, and of the city 
for 60 days, before election day. 

Persons who expect to move be- 
fore election day should register 
from their present place of resi- 
dence, and after moving should 
apply at the Election Board office, 
at City Hall, for a transfer.

Two Robbers Force Woman 
Cashier on South Broadway 
to Open Safe. 


Two Negroes, shabbily dressed, 
held up five employes and five 
customers of the Gordon, Ine., 
Credit Clothing House, 1551 Seuth 
Broadway, about 8:30 o'clock last 
night and escaped with a sum es- 
timated at $1600 in cash.

fits to the operating company. 

His brief is in opposition to the 
'application of the holding com- 
puny. Whisis Was organized by d. 
K. Newmam of New York and his 
associates in reorganization of the 
St. Louis street railways, to w#c- 
quire and hold more than 10 per 
' cent of the stock of the operating 
(company. The holding company 
proposes to acquire slightly less 
than 50 per cent of the connion 
stock and 35,000 of the 73,000 out- 
standing shares of preferred stock 
of the St. Louis Public Service 
Coimnpany.

Strength of the evidence which 
was to be brought forward. 


HE trial before Chief Jus- 
tice Shaw is one ‘of the 
landmarks in the history 
of criminal law in Massachu- 
setts. Everyone was. impressed 


extremely dignified. The jury 
could not have been excelled for 
Seriousness of purpose and _ reli- 
gious demeanor if they had been 
chosen from the House of Bishops. 
To accommodate the great num- 
bers of folk who wished to see 
something of the trial, the floor of 
the court was closed to all but 
privileged spectators, while the 
ceneral public were admitted to 
the. gallery, where, it is astonish- 
ing to learn, a change of audi- 
ence was effected by the police 
every 10 minutes’! “Except. for 
two tumultuous movements,’ or- 
der and quiet were preserved, and 
from 55.000 to 60,000 persons 
had a glimpse of the proceedings. 
The trial lasted for 11 days. 

The testimony of Littlefield was 
of great importance; he was ex- 
amined for hours. He described 
the interview between the two 
doctors, and then said that on that 
same dav Prof. Webster had in- 
quired of him about the condition 
of the vault where were placed the 
remains from the dissecting rooin. 
On Thursday, the day before Dr. 
Parkman disappeared, Prof. Web- 
ster sent the witness to the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital on an 
unsuccessful errand to get a jar of 
blood. Littlefield saw Dr. Park- 
Man coming toward the college on 
Friday, but did not see him enter. 
During the next few days the pro- 
fessor was locked in his apart- 
ments at hours which were not 
customary; unusual fires were 
burning in the furnace: a stream 
of water could be heard running 
in the sink. After the search for 
Dr. Parkman had begun, Webster 
told Littlefield that he had paid 
$483 and some cents to Dr. Park- 
man, who had hurried out with it.

LARGE number of. Prof. 
Webster's neighbors, friends 
and colieagues appeared 
in his behalf and testified as 
to his good character. He was 
nearly 60. years of age. and 
since he was generally respected, 
even if not very well liked, it was 
difficult for the jury to believe 
him guilty of the offense. One 
of his character 
Jared Sparks, president: of Har- 
vard. Oliver. Wendell Holmes had 
testified for the State; he had 
been lecturing on anatomy in the 
room above Dr. Webster's at the 
time of the meeting with. Dr. 
Parkman. Prof. Webster was al- 
lowed to make a statement to the 
jury, and was so unwise as to ac- 
cept the opportunity. He spoke 
for about 15 minutes, criticizing 
his own counsel and referring to 
details of the case brought against 
him. Chief Justice Shaw’s charge 
to the jury is a celebrated ad- 
dress: parts of it, especially those 
relating to the nature and value of 
circumstantial evidence, are quot- 
ed in courts today. The case 
against Prof. Webster was purely 
one of circumstantial evidence; 
nobody had seen the two men to- 
gether at the time of the murder. 
On the evening of the eleventh 
day of the trial the jury went out 
for three hours and came in about 
midnight with a verdict of 
“guilty.” 
Prof. Webster was sentenced to 
death, but the usual appeals were

“Hy E CALLED me ‘scoun- 
drel’ ‘and ‘liar,’ and 
went on heaping- upon 
me the most bitter taunts and 
Opprobrious epithets. While he 
was talking he drew a handful of 
papers from his pocket, and took 
from among them my two notes. 
and also an old letter from Dr. 
Hosack, written many vears azo, 
and congratulating him (Dr. P.) 
on his success in getting me ap- 
pointed professor of ehemistry. 

‘"You see,’ he said, ‘I got you 
into office, and now I will get you 
Out of it.’ 

“He put back into his pockets 
all the papers, except the letter 
and the notes. I eannot tell how 
long the torrent of threats and in- 
vectives continued, and I can now 
recall to memory but a small por- 
lion of what he said. 

“At first I kept interposing, try- 
ing to pacify him, so that I might 
obtain the object for which I had 
sought the interview. But I could 
not stop him, and soon my own 
temper was up. I forgot every- 
thing. I felt nothing but the sting 
of his words. I was excited to 
the highest degree of passion: and 
while he was speaking and gestic- 
ulating in the most violent and 
menacing manner, thrusting the 
letter and his fist into my face, in 
my fury I seized whatever thing 
was handiest—it was a stick of 
wood—and dealt him an instan- 
taneous blow with all the force 
that passion could give it. I did 
not Know; nor think, nor care 
where I should hit him, nor how 
hard, nor what the effect would 
be. It was on the side of his head, 
and there was nothing to break 
the force of the blow. He fell in- 
stantly upon the pavement. There 
was no second blow. He did not 
nove. I stooped down over him, 
and he seemed to be lifeless. Blood 
flowed from his mouth, and I got 
a sponge and wiped it away. I 
got some ammonia and applied it 


the sink myself, I succeeded in 
drawing it up. There it was en- 
tirely dismembered. It was quick- 
ly done, as a work of terrible and 
desperate necessity. The only in- 
struinent used was the knife found 
by the officer in the tea chest, and 


as it was called at the trial. 

“While dismembering the body, 
a stream of (water) was running 
through the sink, carrying off the 
blood in a pipe that passed down 
through the lower laboratory. 
There must have been a leak in 
the pipe, for the céiline below was 
Stained immediately around it.’’ 

Prof. Webster made a long and 
plausible appeal for commutation 
oO: sentence, basing his claim not 
only on the assertion—dquite pos- 
sibly correct—that the blow had 
been struck in a momentary fit of 
anger, but upon his argument that 
every act of his own showed there 
had been no premeditation. His 
call in the morning to make an 
appointment, so he declared, 
would have been an insane act if 
he had planned to kill Dr.. Park- 
nian. 

HE Governor, however, 

could not admit that the 

prisoner's word was. en- 
titled to credit, nor did his pas- 
tor, or some of his friends, ven- 
ture to suggest that he could be 
believed. Prof. Webster was 
hanged on the last Friday in 
August, 1850. He was calm and 
apparently resigned. .He had apol- 
ogized humbly to Littlefield for 
the attempts to throw suspicion 
upon him, and he wrote a letter, in 
a spirit of deep contrition, to the 
Rev. Dr. Parkman, to make what 
peace he could with the family he 
had wronged.
